Probe US Stamps 
By Photogravure 


The United States may get more 
attractive and colorful postage 
stamps as the result of a study 
being made by the Post Office 
Department in cooperation with 
the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing. 

Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield announced that he has 
requested the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing to explore, or have 
explored, the possibilities of produc- 
ing multi-colored postage stamps 
by photogravure or some other me- 
thod rather than the hand engrav- 
ing process being presently used. 

The Postmaster General said: 
“We want our United States stamps 
to be as artistic and colorful as 
possible, consistent with the need 
of the postal service. Although 
hand-engraved stamps have proven 
satisfactory for postal require- 
ments, possibly new printing tech- 
niques can be used, at no added 
expense, to make our stamps more 
attractive.” 

The presemt method of producing 
stamps by the hand engraving me- 
thod has beer used since the first 
United States postage stamps were 
produced in 1847. During the first 
World War, a few stamps were 
produced as an emergency mea- 
sure by the off-set printing method. 

The hand engraving method is 
slower and more expensive than 
photoengraving methods and, be- 
cause it is more complicated, lim- 
its the number of colors that can 
be used. 

According to the Postmaster Gen- 
eral’s announcement, the Bureau of 
Printing and Engraving will have 
a sample stamp produced by the 
photoengraving process to provide 
a pilot test with a stamp of a 
similar design reproduced by the 
hand-engraved method. 

Most foreign nations produce their 
stamps by the photoengraving me- 
thod and it was recently announced 
that United States Bonds will be 
so printed rather than being hand- 
engraved.

Following the federation of the Australian States, the six separate 








Post and Telegraph departments were amalgamated as the (Com- | 
monwealth) Postmaster-General’s Department. The postage stamps in 
current use in the six States became Commonwealth stamps and their 
further supply and issue a responsibility of the newly established Com- 
monwealth Department. 

Although as a matter of convenience, this responsibility was general- 
ly exercised by the Deputy Postmaster-General in each State it was 
subject to directions issued from time to time by the Secretary of the 
Department, who, by virtue of his position as permanent head, was | 





charged with general administration on a Commonwealth plane.

These 
states had previously obtained 
their stamp supplies from Eng- 
land. ; 

State ‘Government Printers in 
Sydney and Brisbane continued, 
as before federation, to print all 
stamps, with one or two excep- 
tions, for issue in New South 
Wales and Queensland respective- 
ly, a practice which did not end 
until the first uniform series of 
Commonwealth postage stamps 
was issued in 1913. 

South Australia had had for 
many years a Stamp Printing 
Branch as part of the postal de- 
partment, and after federation 
this Branch became a Common- 
wealth office at which stamps for 
issue in South Australia continued 
to be printed. The printer in 
charge, J. B. Cooke, therefore, be- 
came Commonwealth stamp print- 
er in Adelaide. 

During 1908, arrangements were 
made to close the Adelaide stamp 
printing branch and a large part of 
the equipment was moved to Mel- 
bourne in the following year. A 


Stamp Printing Branch of the 
Commonwealth Treasury Depart- 
ment was created and Mr. Cooke 
transferred thereto as officer in 
charge as from March 9, 1909. Al- 
though a Commonwealth office, it 
was located in the Victorian State

Three years later (1912) T. S. 
Harrison came to Australia to or- 
ganize the Note Printing Office 
then being established by the 
Commonwealth. This office be- 
came the Note Printing Branch of 
the Treasury Department and, 
from the outset, there was close 
collaboration between the Stamp 
Prirting and Note Printing 
Branches, both of which played a 
part in the production of Com- 
monwealth stamps from 1913-14. 

Following the retirement of Mr. 
Cooke in 1918, the printing of all 
stamps was transferred to the 
Note Printing Branch and the sep- 
arate Stamp Printing Branch was 
abolished. Certain plant of the lat- 
ter Branch was taken over and 
used in the Note Printing Branch, 
this latter then being located in 
Flinders Street Extension, Mel- 
bourne. 

Following upon Mr. Harrison’s 
retirement in 1925, A. J. Mullett 
was appointed as head of the Note 
Printing Branch. Mr. Mullett had 
been the State Government Print- 
er in the Victorian Public Service, 
which position he had _ relin- 
quished shortly before upon retire- 
ment and his new appointment 
was of a temporary nature at a 
time of change.

Financial, Organizational 
Genius Of The Trio Which 
Founded The Pony Express

Of all the giant personalities of the early West none hold a greater 
interest for philatelists than William H. Russell, Alexander Majors, and 
William Bradford Waddell, founders and operators of the Pony Express. 
Biographical sketches of the latter two members of the firm of Russell, 
Majors & Waddell will appear in succeeding issues of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News. 

William Hepburn Russell was a lineal descendang,of Lord William 
Russell, who was beheaded on Lincoln’s Field Inn, July 21, 1683, because 
of participation in the Rye-house Plot against King Charles II. 

Imost a century later three de- 
scendants, David, Stephen, and 
and Benjamin Russell came to 
America. The latter settled in rug- 
ged Vermont, where he married 
Betsy Ann Eaton. One of their elev- 
en children was William Eaton, 
“"*ho married Betsy Ann Hepburn 
of the Scotland clan by that namé 
who did not live many years. 

Next he married her sister Myr- 
tilla, by whom he had two chil- 
dren, Adala Elizabeth and William 
Hepburn, the latter being the sub- 
ject of this sketch. He was born 
at Burlington, Vermont, January 
31, 1812, and is known to history as 
William H.

He was doing well at 
Aulls but knew that he could get 
nowhere on a clerk’s salary in 
those days.

in business by helping organize the 
Lexington First Addition Company. 
He subscribed for five shares in 
it. It is interesting to note that 
William B. Waddell was also a 
member of this company. 

The following year Russell 
formed a partnership with James 
S. Allen and William Early to op- 
en a store under the name of Al- 
len, Russell & Company. In 1844 
he formed another partnership 
with James H. Bullard, known 
as Bullard and Russell, to oper 
ate another store. Although the 
firm of Allen, Russell and Com- 
pany failed in 1845 he apparently 
enjoyed a considerable degree of 
prosperity through this period.

Gibbons “Two Reign” 
Catalog Released 


Stanley Gibbons (London) “Two 
Reigns Postage Stamp Catalog — 
1954” is now available to interest- 
ed collectors from Jacob Habib, 
1407 Sheridan Ave., New York 56, 
N. Y. at one dollar per copy post- 
paid. 

It deals with the stamps issued 
during the rule of the late King 
George VI of England and those 
of his successor to the throne, 
Queen Elizabeth II.

house in order. That task is about com- 
pleted and I now find that I must cast about 
for items of interest for this column. I am 
and naturally will be out of as close touch 
with matters as I usually was in Sidney, 
yet anyone with a nose for news and items 
of interest can always dig up something that 
should be worth reading. 

I have entered subscriptions for all the 
leading stamp publications here in America 
as well as several of the best British and 
other foreign papers, so that the stamp 
news is always at my command. 

I have thought that a survey of stamp 

collectors in America might be news that 
would interest some collectors and dealers 
as well. In this instance I am going to 
take the state of Florida as my guinea pig 
and take it apart and see where the stamp 
collectors in Florida live. 
/ : I have done the job roughly but it is 
very close to being positively accurate and since I have finished the 
task I must come to the conclusion that Florida is perhaps about like 
any other state _and I do not believe that much difference in results 
would be found if any other state were checked in the same manner I 
have checked in Florida. Some time later we will try to take one of 
the northern states and see just what the result will be. 

I have had our Sidney office send me a set of index cards with the 
complete subscription list from Florida. It is a formidable list and 
should be of especial interest to the Florida Federation of Stamp Clubs 
in showing them just how many collectors there are in Florida that are 
not yet members of this Federation. It might be of interest to Florida 
dealers also. It shows there are plenty of collectors here whom they 
ean serve. Dealers in other parts of the country should understand 
that the list from Florida is typical of our list which covers the United 
States like a blanket. 

Now for the facts. Roughly the population of the United States is 
about 160 million. Our subscription list today is approximately 40,000. 
That means that we have approximately .00025% of the population of 
the United States on our subscription list. 

_The population of Florida is a bit’ over 3,000,000 based on latest 
estimates. Our list in Florida has a total of 774 names which is roughly 
about .00025% of the population of Florida. That is the best proof we 
can offer that collectors as a whole are pretty well spread over the 
entire country in relation to the population. ; 

Florida has approximately 1125 towns or Post Offices according to 
alate map. Our subscriptions go to 128 of these towns. Thus we reach 
about 1.14% of the towns in the state. Whether this average would 
stand up for the country as a whole we do not know. We also do not 
know just what part of this figure may be strictly in the rural or RFD 
area. 

Perhaps a breakdown of the 128 towns in Florida with the number of 
subscribers in each will be of interest. It interested us very much for 
we found we had readers in the small towns as well as the large and 
that the number seems to vary pretty much in proportion to the popu- 
lation. Let us give you the whole list as that makes a very good 
general picture of the country as a whole. In giving the list where a 
town has only one subscriber we omit the figure indicating the number. 
In all other towns we give the number of readers or numbers of papers 
that go to the particular town. Here is the list, from A to Z.

Schwind was Vienna born on Jan- 
uary 21, 1804, Although he worked 
for most of his life in Germany, 
espevially in Munich where he died 
February 8, 1871, he is neverthe- 
less claimed by Austria. The fres- 
coes of the Vienna State Opera 
House are his, and for a contem- 
porary of the time, author-play- 
wright Franz Grillparzer, he il- 
lustrated some of his works. ' 

A stage coach from his paint- 
ing ‘“The Wedding Trip” was used 
for the design of the Austrian 
WIPA exhibition stamp of 1933. His 
memory is honored with a monu- 
ment before the Kunsthistoriches 
Museum in Vienna. : 

Edwin Mueller of New York Ci- 
ty, and the Austrian Postal Admin- 
istration advise that Ferdinand Lor- 
ber designed and engraved the 
stamp. Printing is to the tune of 
900,000 in the Austrian State Print- 
ing works from engraved plates.

Pretty Stamps, . 
Interesting Cachet!

There is hardly a collector viewing the above first day cover bear- 
ing an eye-catching array of ‘‘flower’’ stamps in brilliant colors who 
would give the cachet in black and white more than a curious glance. 
However in this instance the masonry shown has the stamps licked a 
mile when it comes to a story. 

The stamps are a set of ten which Macao, a Portuguese colony off 
the coast of China at the mouth of the Canton River, issued September 
9. One glance by an experienced collector will tell that these are a 
product of Courvoisier, the Swiss firm which is pre-eminent in this field 
of printing. And they are just as beautiful in desgn and color as other 
issues which the firm has printed for many other nations. Of special 
interest to those who lean toward stamps with more than one language 
on them is the fact that the names of the flowers are given in Portu- 
guese, and in a romanization of the Chinese dialect (Cantonese) of 
South China, It will remain for the Scott Catalog, or the topical socie- 
ties to produce the flower names in English and Latin. 

Now for the cachet. Pictured are the ruins of St. Paul’s Church. 
All that remains of the Church is the beautifully executed facade, and 
it stands stark against the sky at the top of an immense flight of wide 
steps. Below are the colorful, crowded streets of the Chinese section 
of Macao. Even on the steps of the Church itself children sit, making 
the small blue boxes for the matches for which Macao is famous. 
The Church was built between 1602 and 1637 by Christian crafts- 
men imported for the job from Japan, and designed by the famous 
China pioneer, the Jesuit Father Spinola. It burned in 1839 leaving 


only the facade standing, and that has been preserved until the present 


day. It is one of the chief points of interest in this ancient Portuguese 


colony.

ted States government when he 
and James Brown engaged in the 
business. There was money to be 
made in it and he liked it. 

The next year they took in John 
S. Jones of Pettis County, Mis- 
souri, and under the name of 
Brown, Russell and Company de- 
livered 600,000 pounds of military 
supplies at Santa Fe. Brown died 
there in December and the surviv- 
ing partners carried on as Jones 
and Russell. After 1852 this part- 
nership was dissolved but the. two 
were destined to work together. in 
far greater undertakings in days to 
come. 

After Russell went into business 
for himself advancement up the 
ladder of social and civic life in 
Lexington was rapid. He became 
a member of the aristocratic Bap- 
tist Church and was one of its 
main supporters. He adopted the 
extreme pro-slavery views of his 
neighbors anc when the battle to 
make Kansas a slave state began 
in 1854 he threw himself into it 
with ardent enthusiasm. 


He was treasurer of the Lafay- 

ette County Emigration Society, 
an organization to assist pro-slav- 
ery settlers ir the Territory, and 
was identified with Senator David 
R. Atchison’s notorious Law and 
Order Party which seized control 
of the first legislature. 
With the coming of prosperity 
he erected a twenty room man- 
sion on a large plot of ground, fur- 
nished it sumptuously ‘according 
to the ideals of the day, laid out a 
formal garden in the rear, built 
a roomy stable and coach house, 
and kept the finest of horses. 
Across the street, one block to the 
west, was the palatial home of 
his old firend and associate, Wil- 
liam B. Wadéell. 

By the time Russell was forty 
years of age he had scaled the so- 
cial and economic heights to the 
top. He possessed land, money, 
and an expansive domestic es- 
tablishment the prerequisites 
and passport to eminence in the 
town. His ability as an organizer 
and promoter was recognized, his 
judgments and opinions carried 
weight, and his seat among the 
mighty was secure. He stood at 
the forefront of every community 
mov’: and his name was associat- 
ed with every civic enterprise. 

In 1850 he helped organize the 
Lexington Mutual Fire and Marine 
Insurance Company and_ served 
as director in it for many years. 
When the people of the town 
thought they needed a college for 
their young women he became 
one of the founders of Lexington 
Female Collegiate Institute in 
1851. If was not a success, and in 
1855 he and Waddell led a move- 
ment to take it over and make a 
Baptist institution of it. This was a 
success and the school operated 
until 1916. 

In 1851 he became a member of 
the firm of Morehead, Waddell 


4 and Company. Morehead was his 


brother-in-law and the Waddell 


S| was William B. About a year later 


Morehead retired and the name 
was changed to Waddell and Rus- 
sell. In 1855 this firm was merged 
in a new partnership variously 
known as Majors and Russell and 





Russell, Majors and Waddell. 

The rise of the young emigrant 
from the Granite State to a posi- 
tion of wealtt and influence in a 
country and social environment tc 
which he was, in many respects, 
a stranger, presents all of the ele- 
ments of an Horatio Alger ro- 
mance. Although he was not a 
frontiersman in any sense, and 
bore indelible evidence of New 
England tradition and training to 
the end of his days, he possessed a 
remarkable degree of ability to 
adapt himself to the place and 
time in which he lived. 

If he ever “roughed it,’ or 
made a trip upon the plains with 
a wagon train no record of it ex- 
ists. His first known trip of that 
kind was made in a Concord 
coach in 1861. The idea that he got 
his start in life walking along the 
dusty trail driving an ox team is 
pure fantasy. 

He loved town and city life, lux- 
urious living, and clean sheets up- 
on his bed at night. An aged wom- 
an who spent some years of her 
girlhood in his home said that din- 
ner every evening was a formal 
oceasion for which he always 
dressed in a black suit and spot- 
less linen. Tc the end of his days 
he bore the earmarks of a Yankee 
aristocrat. 

From the very beginning Rus- 
sell’s business career was remark- 
able for the breadth and variety of 
his interests. Always, he was 
ready to go into anything that 
showed promise of profit. He has 
been characterized as ‘‘visionary’’, 
a “‘plunger’’, and even as a gamb- 
ler by critics whose knowledge of 
him and the times in which he 
lived was incomplete. 

This is uniair and considerably 
short of the truth. Speculator, he 
certainly was, on a broad scale, 
like every other man on the fron- 
tier who had an extra dollar or 
could borrow one. Land was cheap, 
the country was filling up with 
immigrants, business was boom- 
ing, the West was being opened up, 
and the foundations for fortunes, 
some of which exist in and round 
Lexington to this day, were being 
laid. The names of a dozen men in 
Lafayette County, and scores else- 
where, who were his counterpart, 
could be recorded. Some of them 
achieved wealth, and others, like 
Russell, missed their goal. 

Lack of space forbids the at- 
tempt to tell the story of those 
fateful half a dozen years, 1855 to 
1861, which witnessed the rise and 
fall of Russell, Majors and Wad- 
dell, Leavenworth and Pike’s Peak 
Express Company, the Central Ov- 
erland California and Pike’s Peak 
Express Company and other busi- 
ness enterprises in which Russell 
was interested. During those years 
he attained national prominence 
and exercised vast influence over 
economic and financial affairs in 
th. West. 

The failure of his business enter- 
prises stripped him of everything, 
even his home and furniture and 
the greatest bond scandal of the 
day clouded his good name. He 
undertook to carry on as of old, 
but was unable to do so. In New 
York he opened a brokerage office 
but it too failed. 

In the twilight days he endeav- 
ored to earn a living by selling 
“Tic Sano,’ an ‘‘antidote’’ for 
rheumatism.

Word from Mr. Hoover’s daugh- 
ter telling me that Bert passed 
away Friday December the 4th. 
Bert was the mainstay of the Pre- 
cancel firm of Hoover Bros. Failing 
health had forced Bert to curtail 
much of his activities and just 
recently we reported the selling 
of the copyrights of the Style chart, 
local catalogs and the Bureau Print 
catalogs to Gilbert Noble of Find- 
lay, Ohio. 

The Hoover auctions of which 
Bert was the guiding hand, did 
more to establish precancels on a 
firmer basis than any other thing 
outside of the Precancel Stamp 
Society itself. These auctions 
brought more of the general 
stamp public to know precancels 
and to know the kindly man be- 
hind them. Whether it’s the few 
jumbled words we use here or the 
smooth and flowing words of the 
orator they all seem to come to 
naught and fall flat when a man of 
Bert’s type passes on and the 
eulogies are in order. 

Trotwood Type 

For a great number of years a 
25 subject rubber handstamp has 
been in use at this office. Con- 
tinued use and recently a larger 
volume of precancel type of mail 
took ‘ts toll of this old time hand- 
stamp. It just could not be made 
to look right. A new devise was 
ordered and a mild surprise was 
in order as it came through as a 
U-120n type. It could just as eas- 
ily have been a U-121 type. 

DOLLAR VALUES. 

Do not be surprised if quite a 
lot of high value Prexies appear 
precancelled this year. The notice 
from the Department was very 
clear and concise this year and it 
seems that several of the PM’s 
will avail themselves of the priv- 
ilege of using precancels. At two 
offices values were noted up to 
and including the dollar values. 
One nice thing about these are 
that if they are recovered they do 
NOT have the smeary Datings on 
them.

There has not been enough signi- 
ficant change in the sheet mar- 
ket to warrant reports on any 
regular basis the past several 
weeks, and even as we write this 
there are but a handful of changes 
worth noting. 

Looking over the list of regular 
quotations, there has been a sharp 
rise in interest in the Greece flag 
issue. At one time an average sheet 
of this one would sell for about 
$3.00, and more recently it be- 
came a $3.25 item. By now a simi- 
lar sheet will sell quickly for $3.50, 
and a top grade sheet is quoted 
with an Ask of $5.00. 

Although not much trading has 
taken place at the $5.00 figure, the 
current interest in Greece has 
brought renewed activity in com- 
plete sets of Flag sheets and it is 
only natural that there will be an 
eventual price rise in the complete 
sets. 

Similarly Denmark, Austria and 
Albania are going well at their 
present low levels, and any appre- 
ciation in price with one will have 
its effect on the other two. All 
three of these issues commanded 
in the neighborhood of $5.00 each 
in the 1946-1947 period, so an ad- 
vance of even 50c to 75c each over 
the present $3.00 Bid would be con- 
siderably below the former high. 

Year in, year out the White 
Plains Pane has been a desirable 
stamp, and the Souvenir Pane has 
a very good past history. Every 
time a few are offered at an ASK 
price, they move out with no troub- 
le providing they are in VF condi- 
tion. The December 17 bulletin car- 
ried a Bid of $16.00 and Ask of $19, 
and already orders have exhausted 
the limited quantity at the $19.00 
level. Because of the scarcity of 
the White Plains Pane, even a F- 
VF sheet will usually sell at almost 
the Bid level, and at the $14 figure 
they will sell-out overnight. 

We have also noted a growing 
softness in the British commem set 
section, and a recent offering of 
material exhausted all firm Bids 
on the higher priced sets like Falk- 
land Islands, St. Kitts, and Wilber- 
force. 

Furthermore there have not been 
any new Bids sent in for a section 
that once was in great demand at 
considerably higher prices. Even 
the medium priced sets like Mont- 
serrat, St. Helena, etc. have been 
trading.at much lower prices these 
past few months, again reflecting 
a selective market in this section. 

On the brighter side, Farleys in 
complete sets, and the Imperf 
Parks in particular, continue strong 
and we currently have a firm 
Bid of $270 for the Parks and none 
available. The twenty varieties are 
strong at the $560 level and the 
next few months could well see fur- 
ther movement here. 

Aside from sheets, our own bulle- 
tin board box activity for the year 
1953 exceeded anything we have 
experienced since we have operat- 
ed the Brokerage. The diversity 
in offerings both foreign and U. S. 
provided a good barometer of mar- 
ket conditions to us and also those 
subscribers who took the trouble 
to study our regular reports. We 
have always felt it was worth mon- 
ey to know what does NOT sell 
too, plus the equally vital informa- 
tion as to the level where material 
will move. 

We try to reflect this as much 
as possible when doing these col- 
umns, and during the coming year 
we shall continue to submit re- 
ports based or. our mail order op- 
eration as well as personal contact 


with the philatelic world.

pleted for the transfer of the Note 
Printing Branch from the Treas- 
ury to the Commonwealth Bank 
of Australia, and new printing 
premises were being constructed 
in Victoria Parade, Fitzroy. 

Upon the completion of the new 
printing office in 1927, and the ap- 
pointment of John Ash as General 
Manager of the Branch, Mr. Mul- 
lett retired from his Common- 
wealth stamps from 1927 until his 
retirement in 1940, and his succes- 
sor, W. C. G. McCracken, is the 
present General Manager of the 
Note Printing Branch. 


Issues After Federation 


The first stamps of the Com- 
monwealth of Australia were the 
individual issues in use in the six 
States in 1901, when all State pos- 
4 systems became amalgamat- 
e 





The provision of separate 
stamps inscribed with the names 
of States continued until the issue 
of the first uniform postage 
stamps of the Commonwealth in 
1913 and during this period the con- 
tinuance of the separate state is- 
sues not only caused administra- 
tive difficulties connected with 
stamp supply but also proved of 
0 ~ aa inconvenience to the 

ic. 

Owing to certain difficulties 
connected with the protection of 
the state revenues, it was not pos- 
sible during the first decade of 
Federation for the Commonwealth 
Postal Department either to is- 
sue a uniform series of stamps for 
Australia as a whole or to permit 
the stamps issued by any one State 
to be used in another State. 

However the situation was com- 
pletely alterec by the Surplus Rev- 
enue Act, 1910, the provisions of 
which established a legal basis for 
an arrangement under which the 
stamps issuea in any State could 
be used in any other State. 

As a consequence of the changed 
situation, approval was conveyed 
to the Deputy Postmasters-Gener- 
al of the several States on Oc- 
tober 13, 1910 to the effect that on 
and from that day the postage 
stamps of the various States of 
Australia were to be valid for pre- 
payment of postage at all post of- 
fices ~throughout the Common- 
wealth. 


Id And 2d Tasmanian Stamps 
Printed in Victoria, 1902 


On August 14, 1901, the Deputy 
Postmaster-G eneral, Hobart, 
asked if the Department was to 
continue obtaining stamps from 
Messrs. De La Rue and Co., Lon- 
don, as hitherto, and stated that 
the stock of 1d and 2d stamps re- 
quired renewing at an early date. 
He added that the plates for 
printing the stamps then in use 
were held by the English firm in 
question, 

As the relative printing plates 
were the property of the Depart- 
ment, De La Rue and Co. was re- 
quested by cablegram to forward 
the 1d and 2d plates (as well as 
others) as early as possible. These 
plates, one for each denomination, 
together with a single 244d plate 
and single overprint postage plates 
of Yad, 5d, 6d, 10d, 1/-, 2/6d, 5/-, 
10/- and £1, reached Hobart in 
November 1901, and the 1d and 2d 
plates were handed into the care 
of the State Government Printer, 
TMelbourne, on December 19, 1901. 

Arrangements had been made in 
the meanwhile for future supplies 
of Tasmanian stamps to be print- 
ed by the State Government Prin- 
ter in Melbourne. 

As no supplies of suitable stamp 
pape. was held in Tasmania it was 
decided to utilize the type of pa- 
per, watermarked V over Crown, 
being used for Victorian stamps. 
The first supply of stamps for 
Tasmania were dispatched to Ho- 
bart from Melbourne on January 
11, 1903, by which time the origin- 





al stock of 2d stamps had been ex- 


hausted and only a few days’ sup- 
ply of 1d stamps remained in the 
State. 

On January 14, 1902, a notice 
was actually exhibited at the 
Launceston Post Office that ‘‘Ho- 
bart reports, twopenny stamps out 
of stock’’, However, the stamp 
famine was of very short dura- 
tion as within a few days all Tas- 
manian post offices were again 
supplied and thereafter regular 
shipments of 1d and 2d stamps 
were made from Melbourne. 


Reply Letter Cards, 1911 


The Postal Rates Act, 1911, made 
provision for reply letter-cards 
and the Department decided that 
the form of the Commonwealth re- 
ply lettercard should follow that 
of the current Portuguese type. 
The Commonwealth Stamp Print- 
er (J. B. Cooke) was asked on 
May 4, 1911, to prepare a sample 
ecard for consideration. 

Duly submitted, the sample was 
approved on May 29, 1911, but it 
was not possible to distribute ini- 
tial quantities to the six States un- 
til about the middle of October 
1911, the delay being occasioned 
by the late receipt of suitable pa- 
per supplies. 

These cards were intended for 
use only within the Common- 
wealth of Australia. When issued, 
it was discovered that they had 
been printed in a variety of col- 
ors, an action taken on his own 
initiative by the Printer to lend 
variety to the series. 

This form of lettercard did not 
prove popular with the public and 
in October 1916, the Department 
decided to discontinue the provi- 
sion of reply lettercards. 

In Order to use up existing 
stocks, however, arrangements 
were made for the quantity of 
100,000 cards held by the Com- 
monwealth Stamp Printer to be 
cut into halves and all ‘“‘Reply’’ 
references obliterated. This pro- 
vided a supply of 200,000 ordinary 
letter cards which were distribut- 
ed as such to the States early in 
1917 


The cards treated as indicated 
had both portions of the former 
reply lettercard of approximately 
equa: size, as trimming had not 
taken place to reduce the size of 
the reply card to fit inside the 
other, in which form they had pre- 
viously been issued. 

However, a comparatively small 
number of cards was returned 
from the States to be divided and 
to have the ‘‘reply’’ references ob- 
literated and in this case, after 
the division had been made, one 
portion was larger than the other. 

All lettercards, and reply letter- 
cards of this type, with and with- 
out amendment, bore 1d im- 
pressed stamps, in various colors 
inscribed ‘‘AUSTRALIA”’ and 
showing a full face portrait of 
King George V. 


Introduction Of Coils, 1913 


Proposals were made from time 
to time during the earlier years of 
the Commonwealth that postage 
stamps should be provided in roll 
or coil form. 

Many such suggestions came 
from agents for various types of 
stamp-affixing machines but the 
stamps then used in Australian 
States varied considerably in size 
and, until October 13, 1910, could 
only be used in the State of issue. 
Furthermore uniform postal rates 
were not in force until May 1911 
and for the foregoing reasons it 
was not considered practicable at 
the time to introduce stamps in 
coil form, 

However, the latter was kept in 
mind and in August 1912, when it 
was clear that a uniform series of 
stamps for the Commonwealth 
would be issued, the Commonwealth 
Stamp Printer (J. B. Cooke) was 
authorized to obtain a suitable ma- 
chine ‘‘for the purpose of slitting 
sheets of postage stamps and 
winding them up into coils to be 
used in connection with the stamp- 
affixing mackines proposed to be 
introduced’’. 

Because the machine had to be 
specially made, it was not possible 
to introduce coils at the same 
time as the uniform stamp series, 
as was the original intention. The 
machine was installed and operat- 





ing satisfactorily by May 1913, 
and early in July 1913, the Deputy 
Postmasters-General in the States 
were advised that coils of stamps 
were available on _ requisition. 
These coils were of two denomina- 
tions, and contained, joined end to 
end, either 960 %d stamps or 960 
1d stamps, Kangaroo and Map de- 
sign. 

On July 27, 1914, the Deputy 
Postmasters-General were further 
informed that approval had been 
given to a suggestion made by the 
Commonwealth Stamp Printer 
that “‘OS’’ stamps be put up in 





rolis of sizes as might be re- 
quired by Government Depart- 
ments. 


6d, Kookaburra Stamp, 1914 





This stamp was printed at the 


Note Printing Branch, Common- 
wealth Treasury, Melbourne, but 
the gumming and perforation of 
the sheets, and subsequent distri- 
bution, was carried out by the 
Stam» Printing Branch of the 
same Department. 

In his report dealing with these 
stamps, the officer in charge of 
the Stamp Printing Branch (J. B. 
Cooke) stated that 8,200 sheets, 
comprising 984,000 stamps, were 
received by him from the Aus- 
tralian Note Printer (T. S. Harri- 
son). In the course of gumming 
and perforating a number of sheets 
were spoiled and the quantities 
distributed to the States for sale 
were as follows: 


Sydney — 4,000 sheets 
Melbourne — 1,601 sheets 
Brisbane — 1,200 sheets 
Adelaide — 567 sheets 
Perth — 620 sheets 
Hobart — 137 sheets 


These sheets each contain 120 
stamps and the total quantity is- 
sued through post offices was thus 
975,000. The first distribution was 
effected on August 24, 1914, when 
500 sheets were sent to Brisbane. 


Impressed Postcards, 1942 


During 1942 the Note Printing 
Branch reported that owing to 
rate changes there was no demand 
for the stock held of postcards 
impressed with 1d green stamps, 
full face portrait of Queen Eliza- 
beth type. In order to utilize the 
stock, authority was given on Sep- 
tember 17, 1942, for the postcards 
to be impressed with an addition- 
al 1d green stamp of the same 
type and the cards were duly is- 
sued in this form. The total quan- 
issued was 347,760. 


Unwatermarked Stamps, 1948-49 


The Department decided, in 
1948, that all stamps of the gener- 
al series, of value lower than the 
current letter rate, should’ be 
printed on either watermarked or 
unwatermarked paper according 
to requirements at the time. 

The first stamp affected by the 
policy was the then current ld 
denomination portraying Her Ma- 
jesty Queen Elizabeth the Second, 
as The Princess Elizabeth. This 
stamp had been issued on water- 
marked paper, on November 20, 
1947, 

First supplies of the stamp on 
unwatermarked paper were des- 
patched from the Note Printing 
Branch, where they were printed, 
on July 23, 1948, and the stamp 
was available at some post offices 
very shortly afterwards. Thereaft- 
er, the 1d unwatermarked stamps 
were gradually introduced as sup- 
flies of the watermarked type be- 
came exhausted. 

The next stamp to appear on un- 
watermarked paper was the 2d 
purple, King George VI, 1944 type. 
As before, no specific date of is- 
sue was fixed and while initial 
distribution was effected by the 
Note Printing Branch on Decem- 
ber 20, 1948, the stamp was not 
generally available at post offices 
until early in 1949, 

Two further values of the gener- 
al series on watermarked paper, 
1%d, Queen Elizabeth, 1942 type 
and %d Kangaroo, 1938 type, were 
issued during 1949 on unwater- 
marked paper and, as in the two 


of issue were not arranged. Dis- 
tribution of the former stamp 
commenced at the Note Printing 
Branch on August 8, 1949, and of 
the latter, on September 9, 1949. 
Of the several commemorative 
stamps issued in 1948 and 1949, 
two only were printed on unwater- 
marked paper, the 2%d Henry 
Lawson (issued on June 17, 1949) 
and the 34d Universal Postal Un- 
ion (October 10, 1949). 


3d George VI Booklet, 1951 


On July 9, 1951, new postal tar- 
iffs became effective and the do- 
mestic and Empire letter rate, pre- 
viously 3d for the first unit, was 
raised to 344d. At this time the Note 
Printing Branch was engaged in a 
special printing of the 3d red King 
Geor~e VI stamp (which had first 
been issued on February 28, 1951) 
for use in stamp booklets intended 
to contain twelve 3d stamps. 

For this purpose separate _print- 
ing plates, each containing 576 un- 
its instead of the usual 640 had been 
made, the printed sheets being 
subsequently divided into smaller 
sheets of 144 stamps with sel- 
vedge on all four sides. Stamps in 
these sheets of 144 were arranged 
in three horizontal panes each 
comprising 16 rows of three 
stamps. Imprint inscriptions did 
not occur on sheets of this print- 
ing. 

The alterations in postal rates 
caused the plan of making book- 
lets containing 3d stamps to be 
abandoned and when the Note 
Printing Branch completed the 
printing it was decided, in order 
to avoid waste, to issue the sheets 
in the usual way for general sale. 

Accordingly, the stamps were 
sent to the Distributors of Stamps 
at the General Post Office in each 
State to meet post office requisi- 
tions, this distribution being ef- 
fected by the Note Printing 
Branch late in September 1951. 
The total number of sheets issued 
was 91,617, comprising 13,192,848 
stamps, 


Air Letter Forms, 1952 


Consequent upon the increase of 
the postage rate for airletters to 
10d from August 1, 1952, the then 
current 7d airletter form was is- 
sued late in the same month with 
the stamp thereon overprinted 
“TENPENCE” in red color. As 
post offices had first to exhaust 
the stocks held of 7d forms by 
placing on each a 3d adhesive 
stamp and selling such forms for 
10d, the overprinted forms were 
not introduced on a uniform date. 
The total quantity issued of 10d 
on 7d forms was 844,805. 

The design of the 7d impressed 
stamp was quickly amended to ex- 
press the denomination of 10d and, 
as ‘‘Constellation’” aeroplanes are 
used extensively to carry air mail 
from Australia to other countries, 
an aeroplane of this type was de- 
picted in the central part of the 
new 10d impressed stamp. 

Distribution of the 10d airletter 
form:, bearing stamps of this type 
commenced on September 9, 1952, 
the first supplies being sent to 
Adelaide. Like the overprinted 
form, the new form was not placed 
on sale on a specific date, as post 
offices had first to exhaust sup- 
plies of the earlier form.

HENRY CLAY 
Orator-Statesman 


Born in Hanover County, 


Vir- 
ginia, in 1777—died in 1852. Al- 
though entirely self-educated, he 
managed to pass the bar at age 20, 
and began practising law in Lex- 
ingtoa, Kentucky. Soon he was rep- 
resenting that state both in the 
House and Senate, alternately, 
catch as catch can, as the ucca- 
sion offered. . 

He agitated for war with Bri- 
tain in 1812 and negotiated the 
peace at Ghent. He orated for a 
moderately protective tariff in 
1816 — he demanded recognition for 
various South American republics 
in 1817. The Missouri Compromise 
of 1820 earner for him the _ nick- 
name of ‘“‘Great Pacifier’’—his sup- 
port of John Quincy Adams in the 
election of 1824 gained him another 
nickname, ‘President Maker.” 
He was Secretary of State under 
the president he ‘‘made”’ 1825- 
1829—then back as U. S. Senator 
1831-1842 where, in the nullifica- 
tion crisis, he presented the Com- 
promise of 1833, which prevented a 
conflict at the time. Clay was 
Whig candidate for president in 
1832 and again in 1844 — but was 
defeated both times. 

So back to the good old Senate 
again in 1849, where he reached 
the alltime high in oratory and 
statesmanship by presenting a 
series of resolutions known. as the 
Compromises of 1850, by which 
forever to avoid civil war. Always 
a-compromisin’ — you’d almost 
think that man belonged in the 
present generation—no? He died in 
1852, while still in the Senate.
